B.C. Forest officials 
said today a storm is expected to 
bring relief through higher hu- 
midities within two days, with the 
strong possibility of rain Friday 
or Saturday 

Because of the expected moist 
weather, no forest closure will be 
imposed for at least several days, 
they added 

Even the storm, however, 
loaded with peril it might be 
preceded by winds of from 20 to 
25 miles per hour which could 
drive flames over thousands of 
acres before they could be 
checked again by the determina- 
tion of the loggers and Forest 
Service crews battling two huge 
fires and several smaller ones on 
the Island 

Worst trouble today was at the 
Lens Creek fire, about 
south by west from L:
